GOETTSCH is religious and highly emotional, a boliovor in Froo-. 
masonry, myaticlsm, and fortuno-tolling* Kio past haa begun to toll 
on him, and his prooont confuood otato of mind linked with hio oxtromely 
bad momory limit tho roliability of hio otatomonto* Ho is cooperative* 

GOETTSCH dooo not liko to talk. about hio youth and early years in 
tho SB, and avoids mentioning anything which might incriminnto him. Ho 
confesses that ho has dono wrong end says that ho is willing to tako any 
punishment, but ,1 o' anxious about his. future « He hopes that his activi- 
ties in tho Freemasons end In the Froo ’Austria novemont will gain him em- 
ployment with the Allied Occupation .Government. He is extremoly careful 
‘ in what he says about tho Russians, realizing that thoy aro now frionde 
and allies of tho Western Powers* In contract to other RSHA momboro, 
GOETTSCH doos not seem, to count .on an Allied conflict with Russia to 
roatore him to freedom.

HEYDRICH planned a revolt in the Sudetenland with the help of the 
Sudoten Germans t hut a large number of these were anti-Nazi although 
pro-German* Some of the Anti-Nazis wero members of the SPANN^ group, 
which had been in touch with the British through Ma j CH RISTIE, ot of 
its affiliated organization, the Xameradschafts Bund (KB) , “Vo which 
HENLEIN belonged* KB had inf iltrated''’^ 'number'^ of" their men* includ- 
ing*Stubaf KRAUS into the RSHA to keep themselves . informed ab.ut Ger- 
man intentions in Sudetenland* 



Whe.n fiAUFELDT of the SD Ober Abschnitt at HOF received orders tc 
proper© for the insurrection* he turned tc KRaUS for help, and asked 
him to bring one of the members of the Sudoton Deutsche Froi Korpe to 
him* . KRAUS brought BR/UTONER, * to whom KRAUS lasuod a number of rifles 
and pistols* BRAftDTNEjPaccoptod the weapons but soon tried tc ox trie- 
. ato himself and some dements of the Froi Korpe from the affAir* 
GOETTSCH states that there was no fighting or active unrest in Sudoton- 
land at the time, althugh the situation was tense. 

It thus came as a surprise whon HENLEIN and hie followers in tho 
Froi. Korps made a publio show of flooing to BAYREUTH in order to con- 
vince the world that there had been a putsch in Sudetenland* Thoro 
was.no reason for thorn to flee since the Czech Government had made 
.no attempt to prosecute them. HENLEIN^ conduct was considered trea- 
sonable by tho KB* 

GOETTSCH was modo liaison man between DAUFBLDT and Stuf 3ERGER,^ 
who was in BAYREUTH with HENLEIN* a ouo of tho Froi Korps loaders who 
flod to BAYREUTH, wore made mombors of the SS* GOETTSCH was told to 
publicize the SS mevomont taking placo in the Sudotonland and to 
maintain ..communication between DAUFBLDT^ offico in HOF And tho of- 
Xio© in BAYREUTH whoro' Stuf BERGER was in conference with HENLEIN*

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Library 

The library’ of Amt VII , containing several hundred thousand books, 
was divided -into departments, each of which collected material' about' 
one- special ideology. A nevenaoer-c limning department similar to a news** 
p&ner morgue was started but never fully developed. The Foreign Office 
and the Propaganda Ministry contributed information .to be added to the 
archive. 

All departments of the government, of. ( the NSDAP f of the RSHA, and 
scientists, toachors, and students at German universities were permitted 
to use the library after obtaining permission from Amt VII. 

Agents . 

Ordinarily Amt VII ennloyed nd special agents. In 193^ » shortly after 
the Anschluss with Austria, ‘Or DOPPLER was askod to get literature from 
England about the Froenason movement, but rofusod to do so 



lator history and Evacuation 

During the war, Artt VII gradually lost its importance. Its staff was 
reduced considerably; SIX left unofficially in 1939 and v/as transferred 
to the Foreign Office in 19*0 by HIMMLER 1 e orders and Dr DITTL was left 
as acting Leiter of tho Ant. Dittl continued to consult with SIX. 

Early in 19^3 HIMMLER ordorod that all books and publications about 
occultism, astrology, and mysticism bo transferred to tho n Ahnonorbo (( 
(Ancestral horita re), but the librarian of Ant HI, Stubaf lURHEESTER, 
socrotly kopt duplicates and nut. them at . OOETTSCH* s disposal, later 
in 19^3, STR3CKEHDACK, the acting Loiter of tho RSKA, ordered Ant VII 
to evacuate its books and archives. At first, only tho books and archive* 
on Freomaoonry, churchoo, and oocts wore sent to SCHLE8IER SEE, Flloo 
and personnel papers remained in 3ERLII 1 until tho ordor given to 
bring all papers and documents to the Sudotonlnnd where, they wore kept 
in SCKLESIER SEE , FORT HINES, and PERSTBIM, One box, celled tho Sohv/odOn 
Kist», van filled with tho rnroot pauorn and document 0 and kopt by Dr 
DITTL in a oholtor et PERL II? SV 6tf, Vilhalnetr 102. l\ T o one oxcont Dr 
DITTL had access to this box.

it to England. For reasons unknown to OOETTSCH, the letter novor roach- 
. ed its destination. Another letter, thie timo to be sont from VIENNA 
to Switzerland, was *ivon to Frau von EINEM, a friend of SPANN, but she 
became sick and could not take the letter. 

About Hay 1944 NAUJOCKS r vho was in trouble with the Gestapo , came 
to VIENNA And asked OOETTSCH to help him. OOETTSCH told, him of the . 
Austrian movement end promised to help him if he would take a letter to 
Switzerland. NAUJOCKS agreed end OOETTSCH provided him with false papers 
secured through WANECK 1 0 help. NAUJOCKS left on, the errand but no reply 
wee ever received, (See 020 Ropdrt on -the case of Alfred NAUJOCKS , not 
dated, for a:ocrpy and translation of this letter).

On or about 23 Apr 45 i O/Lt ERAtTSBEROER , a friend of GOSTTSCH and 
commander of a replacement company stationed near-by, came to Villa 
KERRY, ALT AUSSEB and reported that he had been ordered to deliver 
four British fliers to the HQ of General. H3FDULIC * The fliers had 
bailed out from a plena over GornaiT' territory . KfiAUSBSRGSR, who was 
also a member of the Austrian movement, suggested that the fliers be 
hidden and possibly used for liaison with the British. 

GOSTTSCH wen t to see the fliers and Asked them to communicate 
with their HQ by Wt which they did, reporting that they had established 
contact with the Austrian underground.

To protect fcRAUSBSRGSR, GOSTTSCH nade out Papers stamped with the 
seal of Amt VlYRSHA, stating that tho four fliers had been delivered 
to the SB for temporary custody* GOSTTSCH does not taiov, what happened 
to the* af tervards , because he and hie group .were arrested before they 
could see them again*

'Then the SB moved' from BERLIN to MtWCiEN into in 1934, It lncludod 
Zentral Abtoilunr II and the Pr<-nso Abtoilu n/r. Tho former was divided 
into two Knuht Abteilungon troocinli ?,ing in, onomy idoolo/rlon.

The Presso Abteilung va« independent of Zentral Abteilung II and the 
other dorv\rtncnte of the SB. It "Atchod nows uubli cat ions in Germany end 
foreign countries and submitted nowepaper cliopingo and articles to the 
Zentral Abteilung concerned. Brigf SIX, chief of the Freese Abteilung 
.was ambitious end soon tried not only to keen v/atch over the German press 
but, also to influence it. To hn^e his articles fib out enemy ideologies 
accented, it was necessary for Mn to control Central Abteilung II. SIX 
succeeded in having himself made chief of tMs department In 19 3 ^- end then 
wrote articles about Freemasonry, Catholicism, and Judaism, which were 
eonetiriee. published by the Nordische Verlag in KAJtBURG, 

After a tine there was friction between the Gestapo and Zentral 
Abteilung II. Both agencies, often issued reports .which were mutually 
contradictory, A re-organication of Zentral Abteilung II took place. 

/It was officially dissolved,’ its papers and files of operational value 
were sent to the Gestapo, and what vrae left of Zentral Abteilung II became 
Amt VII of the RSHA-. 



The newly created Amt, became a mere research library for use by the 
entire RSHA, Dealing with foreign ideologies was left to the Gestapo, 

Amt .VII kept the library of the RSHA, the Freemasonry museum, and the 
archives. It indexed all material and made special studies and researches 
for other agencies of tho German government. In connection with this, 
GCBTTSCH remembers , that HIMMLER once ordered a study made of witchcraft 
during the Middle Ages> - r 

Amt. VII published* ideological and historical reports in leaflet 
forraand distributed them to all departments of the RSHA, the NSDAP, and 
other agencies. The Propaganda Ministry occasionally madd use of the 
reports for propaganda purposes.
